* United States will release all per- 
sons -made prisoners of war by the 
'American forces and will undertake to 
obtain the release of all Spanish pris- 
oners in the hands of the insurgents in 
Cuba and the Philippines. 


The United States will, at their own 


cost, return to Spain and the govern- 
ment of Spain will, at its own cost, re- 
turn to the United States, Cuba. Porto 
Rico or the Philippines, according to 
the situation of their respective homes, 
the prisoners released or caused to be 
released. 


The United States and Spain mutu- 


ally relinquish all claim for indemnity, 
national and individual, of every kind, 
of either government, or of its citizens 
or subjects, against the other govern- 
ment that may arise since the begin- 
ning of the late insurrection in Cuba 
and prior to the exchange of ratifica- 
tions of the present treaty, including all 
claims for indemnity for the cost of 
war. 
The United States will adjudi- 


cate and settle the claims of its citi- 
zens against Spain, relinquished under 
this stipulation. 


Spanish subjects, natives of the pen- 


insula, residing in the territory which 
Spain relinquishes, may remain in such 
territory or may remove therefrom, re- 
taining in either event all their rights 
of property. Including the right to sell 
or dispose of such property or its pro- 
ceeds, and they shall also have the 
right to carry on their industry, com- 
merce or profession, being subject in 
respect thereof to such laws as are 
applicable to olhor foreigners. In the 
event of their remaining in the ter- 
ritory they mpv preserve their allegi- 
ance to the crown of Spain by making 
a declaration of their decision to pre- 
serve such allegiance, in default of 
which declaration they shall be held 
to hfve renounced it. 


The civil rights and political status 


of the native inhabitants of the terri- 
tory hereby ceded to the United States 
shall be determined by consress. The 
inhabitants of the territory over which 
Snain relinquishes or cedes her sov- 
ereignty shall be secured in the free 
exercise of th?ir rH>gion.

12.—The work of the pea ca 
commission wap concluded on S atu rd ay 
evening, when the tre a ty w as signed by 
both the Spanish and A m erican com ­ 
missi onera," 
The treaty consists of 17 
articles, it having been found advisable 
to subdivide two or three of the articles 
in the d ra ft form erly agreed upon. 


Spain relinquishes all claim s of sov­ 
ereignly over and title to Cuba, and as 
the island is, upon its evacuation by 
Spain, to be occupied by the United 
States the Iatler will, so long as such 
occupation shall-last, assum e and dis­ 
charge the obligations in respect to 
protection of life and property which 
may, under international law, result 
from the fact of its occupation. 


Spain cedes to the United States the 
Island of Porto Rico and the other isl­ 
ands now under Spanish sovereignty in 
the W est Indies, w ith Guam, in the 
L adrone Islands. 


Spain cedes to the United S tates the 
archipelago known as the Philippine 
Islands. 


The United States will, for a term of 
ten years from the dale and exchange 
of ratifications of the present treaty, 
adm it Spanish ships and m erchandise 
to the ports of the Philippine Islands 
on the sam e term s as the ships and 
m erchandise of the U nited States. 


The United States will, upon the sig­ 
n atu re of the present treaty, send back 
to Spain, at its own cost, the Spanish 
soldiers taken as prisoners of w a r on 
the capture of M anila by the Am erican 
forces. 
The arm s of 
the soldiers in 
question shall be 
restored 
to them. 
Spain will, upon the signature of the 
present treaty, release all prisoners of 
w ar and all persons detained or im ­ 
prisoned for political offenses in con­ 
nection with the insurrection in Cuba 
and the Philippines and the w ar with 
the United States. 


The<United States will release all per- 
, «rms m a d e prisoners of 
w ar by the 
Am erican forces and will undertake to 
obtain the release of all Spanish pris­ 
oners in the hands of the insurgents in 
C uba and the Philippines. 


The United States will, a t their own 
cost, return to Spain and the govern­ 
m ent of Spain will, at its own cost, r e ­ 
turn to the United States, Cuba, Porto 
Rico or the Philippines, according to 
the situation of their respective homes, 
the prisoners released or caused to be 
released. 


The United States and Spain m u tu ­ 
ally relinquish all claim for indemnity, 
national and individual, of every kind, 
of either governm ent, oh of its citizens 
or subjects, against the other govern­ 
m ent th a t m a y arise since the begin­ 
ning of the late insurrection in Cuba 
and prior to the exchange of ratifica­ 
tions of the present treaty, including all 
claims for indem nity for the cost of 
war. 
The U nited States will a d ju d i­ 
cate and settle the claims of its citi­ 
zens against Spain, relinquished under 
this stipulation. 


Spanish subjects, natives of the pen­ 
insula, residing in the territory which 
Spain relinquishes, m ay rem ain in such 
territory or m ay remove therefrom , re ­ 
taining in either event all their rights 
of property, including the right to sell 
or dispose of such property or its pro­ 
ceeds, and they shall also have the 
right to carry on their industry, com ­ 
merce or profession, being subject in 
respect thereof to such law s as are 
applicable to other foreigners. 
In the 
event of their rem aining in the te r­ 
ritory they m ay preserve their allegi­ 
ance to the crown of Spain by m ak in g 
a declaration of their decision to pre­ 
serve such allegiance, in default of 
which declaration they shall be held 
to hove renounced it. 


The civil rrjghts and political s ta tu s 
of the native inh ab itan ts of the terri* 
tory hereby ceded to the United S tates 
shall be determ ined by congress, 
The 
inh ab itan ts of the territory over which 
Spain relinquishes or cedes her sov­ 
ereignty shall be secured in the free 
ex.ercise of their religion. 


Spaniards 'residing in the territories 
over which Spain cedes or relinquishes 
her sovereignty shall be subject in m a t­ 
ters eivil as well as crim inal to the 
jurisdiction of th e courts of the coun­ 
try Jn which they reside, p u rsu a n t to 
the ordinary Jaws governing the same, 
and they shall have the right to appear 
before such court and to pursue the 
sam e course as citizens of the coun­ 
try to which the courts belong. 


The rights of property

Spain shall have the'aight to establish 
consular offices in the* ports and other 
places of the territories, sovereignty 
over which h as been,.either relinquished 
or ceded.

country will, for a term of ten years, 
accord to .th e merchaoat vessels*-of the 
other country the sam e tre a tm e n t as 
it accords-to its own m e r c h a n t vessels 
not engaged |n cwngpttae tr<*£p.

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provij- * , rrny at any time be revoked 
on six m onths' notice given by either 
governm ent to the other.

BRYAN TO FIGHT EXPANSION. 


D e c la re s O u r C o u n try ( ‘a n n o t E n d u re

Savannah, Ga., Dec. 14.—Colonel W. 
J. Bryan, upon his leaving his com­ 
m and yesterday, the Third N ebraska 
regiment, gave the following interview: 
“My reason for leaving the arm y 
w as set forth in m y letter to the a d ju ­ 
ta n t general tendering m y resignation.

“I m ay be In erro^, but in my ju d g ­ 
m ent our nation is in g re a te r danger 
ju s t now than Cuba. 
O ur people de­ 
fended C uba ag ain st foreign arm s; now 
they m u st defend them selves and their 
country ag ain st a foreign idea—the 
colonial 
idea 
of 
E u ro p ean 
nations. 
H eretofore greed 
h as perverted 
the 
governm ent and used its instrum ental 
interferences for private gain, but now 
the very foundation principles of our 
governm ent are assaulted. 


1 
'‘The im perialistic idea is directly a n ­ 
tagonistic to the idea and ideals which 
have been cherished by the A m erican 
people since the signing of the declara­ 
tion of Independence. 
O ur n/itio<i m ust 
give u p any intention of entering upon 
a colonial policy (such as is now p u r­ 
sued by E uropean countries) or it m ust 
abandon the doctrine th at governm ents 
derive their ju st pow ers from the con-r 
sent of the governed. 
This nation can­ 
not endure half republic and half colony 
—half free and half vassal. 
O ur form 
of governm ent, our traditions, our p res­ 
ent interests and our future welfare all 
forbid our entering upon a career of 
conquest.”

PEST OF RABBITS IN KANSAS. 


Traps Used by Owners of Orchards to Pro- 


tect Apple Trees. 


During the past ten years Kansas 


has become the greatest apple grow- 
ing state in the West. 
The largest 


apple orchard in the world is situated 
in Kansas, and is owned by Wellhonse 
& Son of Topeka. 
This industry, 


which promised rich returns on the 
investment, is, however, menaced by 
a pest as destructive as were the 
grasshoppers a few year sago, when all 
vegetation disappeared in a day. 


How to protect fruit trees against 


the army of rabbits, which seems to 
multiply annually in Kansas, is a 
question that has agitated the minds 
of apple raisers for several years. At 
first straw was wrapped about the 
young trees with wire the winter 
months, but this afforded little pro- 
tection, for the rabbits would gnaw 
through the straw aud eat the bark off 
the trees. 


Finally Judge Wellhouse hit upon 


a new plan. He knew that rabbits 
would not disturb the apple trees if 
they could get corn to eat, so he de- 
cided to feed them on this grain, bat 
it was to be eaten, if at all, inside a 
trap. For their orchard in Osage 
county the firm purchased a carload of 
lumber, out of which they constructed 
1700 traps. 
In their orchards in 


Leavenworth 
and Miami counties 


2000 traps were used, and thousands 
of cotton-tails Avere caught and slain. 
Owners of apple orchards all over 
eastern Kansas are now manufactur- 
ing the traps. 


These consist of a box twenty-two 


inches long, closed at one end, aud 
with an inward swinging wire gate in 
the other end, which is shut by con- 
tact of the rabbit with a trigger after 
he has entered and begins gnawing on 
the ear of corn. About four feet of 
lumber and four feet of No. 12 galvan- 
ized iron wire are consumed in the 
making of each trap, which costs, com- 
plete, about 15 cents. 


On each of the apple farms owned 


by Wellhonse & Son a mau is em- 
ployed to go through the orchard daily 
and kill all the rabbits found in the 
traps. 
Usually these men make a 


contract with a Kausas city commis- 
sion house, to whom thousands of rab- 
bits are shipped. 
Many people are 


fond of rabbit meat, which is much 
cheaper than beef or pork, and it is 
iu great demand among the poor of the 
large cities during the Thanksgiving 
and hoiidav seasons. 


Tame I»e«-r Arc 


The lameness of the deer in the 


Duke of Bedford's grounds is very 
remarkable. 
Except the acclimatized 


Japanese from Powerscourt, and else- 
where, they are wild creatures, caught 
in distant islands and continents, from 
the Moluccas and Formosa to the Altai 
mountains, or the swamps of Canada. 
Yet the difficulty is to keep them wild 
enonjrh. 
It is always dangerous to 


aliow stags to become tame and fa- 
miliar. 
If they lose their fear of man 


they are liable to become dangerous 
at ceJlain seasons and attack persons 
in a park or keepers ns savagely as 
they do tbcir own kind. Consequently, 
all familiarity has to be discouraged 
at other season's when the deer aie 
most anxious to be f. iendly. 
With 


the hinds this is not necessary, and 
their confidence is very pretty and en- 
gaging. —London Spectator.

PEST OF RABBITS IN KANSAS. 


T raps Used by Owners o f O rch ard s to P r o ­ 
tect Apple Trees. 


During the past ten years Kansas 
has become the greatest apple grow­ 
ing state in the West. 
The largest 
apple orchard in the world is situated 
in Kansas, and is owned by Wellhouse 
& Son of Topeka. 
This industry, 
which promised rich returns on the 
investment, is, however, menaced by 
a pest as destructive as were the 
grasshoppers a few years ago, when all 
vegetation disappeared in a day. 


How to protect fruit trees against 
the army of rabbits, which seems to 
multiply annually in Kansas, is a 
question that has agitated the minds 
of apple raisers for several years. 
At 
first straw was wrapped about the 
young trees with wire the winter 
months, but this afforded little pro­ 
tection, for the rabbits would gnaw 
through the straw and eat the bark off 
the trees. 


Finally Judge Wolihouse hit upon 
a new plan. 
He knew that rabbits 
would not disturb the apple trees if 
they could get corn to eat, so ho de­ 
cided to feed them on this grain, but 
it was to be eaten, if at all, inside a 
trap. 
For their orchard in Osage 
county the firm purchased a carload of 
lumber, out of which they constructed 
1700 traps. 
In their orchards in 
Leavenworth 
and 
Miami counties 
2000 traps were used, and thousands 
of cotton-tails were caught and slain. 
Owners of apple orchards all over 
eastorn Kansas are now manufactur­ 
ing the traps. 


These consist of a box twent}r-two 
inches long, closed at one end, and 
with an inwaul swinging wire gate in 
the other end, which is shut by con­ 
tact of the • abbit with a trigger after 
he has entered and begins gnawing on 
the ear of corn. 
About four feet of 
lumber and four feet of No. 12 galvan­ 
ized iron wire are consumed in tho 
making of each trap, which costs, com­ 
plete, about 15 cents. 


On each of the apple farms owned 
by Wellhouse & Son a man is em­ 
ployed to go through the orchard daily 
and kill all the rabbits found in the 
traps. 
Usually these men make a 
contract with a Kansas city commis­ 
sion house, to whom thousands of rab­ 
bits are shipped. 
Many people are 
fond of rabbit meat, which is much 
cheaper than beef or pork, and it is 
in great demand among the poor of the 
large cities during the Thanksgiving 
and holiday seasons.

RECALLS A MASSACRE 


DREAD WORK OF INDIANS IN MINNE- 


SOTA IN 1862. 


Brutal Sioux Mimluved

The Indian outbreak in Minnesota 


vividly recalls the great massacre in 
that state iu 18G2, in which 600 set- 
tlers were killed,and which holds an im- 
portant place in the literature devoted 
to the red man. 


The massacre in August of that year 


at the Fort Eidgeley agency shocked 
the country, and, indeed, the whole 
civilized world, accustomed though it 
was to the bloody drama that attended 
the advance of civilization in the north- 
west. 


Eug: ge 1 in the 
massacre were 


number^ of M'dewakanton, Wahpe- 
kuta, Wahpeton and Sisseton tribes 
-of the great Sioux or Dakota nation. 
'The iniLaecliate cause of the outbreak 
•was the failure of the United States 
government to pay rnouey for lauds 
secured by treaty. The country being 
in the throes of civil war, the red- 
skins took advantage of Uncle Sam's 
need of soldiers in the South, believ- 
ing that they could bring the nation 
to its knees. 


Emigration to Minnesota rapidly 


followed the organization of that ter- 
ritory in 1849. In 1854 the Indians 
were induced to sign a treaty by which 
they transferred to the United States 
some 30,000,000 acres, reserving for 
their own home a tract 150 by 20 
miles in extent along the upper Min- 
nesota. In 1852 the Indians also 
ceded this tract, agreeing to accept 
such a location as the president should 
select. But the Indians did not move. 
Iu 1860, two years after the admission 
of Minnesota into the Union, the gov- 
ernment purchased half this tract. 


The Indians were predisposed to 


hostility against the whites by reason 
of the restrictions with which the gov- 
ernment had surrounded them. Then 
the traders added to this feeling by 
robbing them outrageously. 
The ad- 


vent of the whites on the purchased 
.lands for which the Indians were not 
paid bid fair to drive the red men 
away. The whites cut down trees, 
•the steamboats frightened the beaver 
and waterfowl, and the deer and tha 
buffalo were driven away. 


The night before the fateful 
17th 


day of August, 1862. a great Indian 
.council was held at Rice Creek, ami 
it was determined to go to St. Paul, if 
necessary, to urge the making of a 
payment on the purchase made by the 
government. It was found that the 
hostiles could bring into the field 1300 
warriors, 
all armed and fierce with 


hatred for the whites, who, they 
charged, had swindled them. 


Strange as it may seem, the actual 


killing of the whites began with a dis- 
pute among four Indians over two 
liens' eggs. The quartet, passing 
across a prairie, discovered the eggs. 
Two proposed eating them ; the other 
two said no—that the eggs were the 
property of the whites. 
One Indian 


threw the eggs to the ground and was 
called a coward. This same redskin 
then, to show his bravery, shot an 
ox, and again was called a coward. 


"You break eggs and kill an ox," 


said one. 
"You are a woman. I am 


-a brave man. I have been on war 
parties and taken scalps." 


The quarrel was kept up until the 


four thirsted for scalps and likewise a 
chance to show their bravery. 


Soon they arrived at the home of 


Howa'-d Baker. 
They accepted the 


hospital!.7 o! the white man, and 
finally arose as if to go. Instead, how- 
ever, they 
suddenly turned 
and 


opened fire on the whites, the shots 
taking effect on Baker, two men 
named Webster and Jones. 
All were 


killed. 
Then a Miss Wilson was 


dragge 1 from the house and shot. 
Mrs. Baker and Mrs. Webster hid iu 
the cellar, and after the Indians re- 
tired sent a boy to Eipley with the 
news of the murder. 
Captain Whit- 


coine of Forest City, with twelve or 
fifteen nieu, hastened to the placa avid 
held an inquest. While so engaged 
eleven Indians passed on horseback. 
Oue soldier opened fire and the red- 
skins fled. The relatives of the four 
murderers then resolved upon a gen- 
eral massacre to shield the quartet 
from apprehension. 


On the morning of the 18th of Aug- 


ust the Indians began their march. 
Two inile^ from the agency they num- 
bered 1-30 mounted and armed men, 
all rand with the desire to shed while 
uaeu's hloud. There they were joined 
by the jjreat chief, Li? He Crow, a-? 
lea<le;\ 
Swift messengers were sent 


to ail the tribes asking them to join 
ia the murderous work. 


"When the Indians entered the little 


agency village a signal gnu sounded. 
Then the awful work began. The first 
shot, fired at Myrick's <^ore, kiHe.i 
James Lynde. a clerk, Dirall, a «-ierk, 
and Fritz, the cook, were the next to 
fall. Yonng Myrick attempted to es- 
cape font was slain by arrows. At 
Forbes" store the Indians killed Jos- 
eph BeHand and Antoine Yonng; at 
Roberts' store, one Brnsson and one 
La Batte. 
Many others in the imme- 


diate vicinity were also killed. 
Geo. 


Bonrat jna<le a dash for liberty. 
He 


was twice shot. The Indians stripped 
his clothing from him and pile;! a 


number of logs oil him, promising to 
return and cut him to pieces. Ho suc- 
ceeded iu extricating himself and 
made his escape. All the stores and 
houses were looted as fast as tli« 
owners were murdered. 


PROFIT IN STURGEON FISHING. 


Money Mudo In Connecticut CilVinri- May 


Start an Industry Mere. 


Sturgeon catching in the Connecti- 


cut river, a comparatively new indus- 
try there, has come to a close after a 
highly successful season. More money 
has been made in sturgeon catching 
this season than in any other of Con- 
necticut's numerous shore fisheries. 
In fact the luck of the sturgeon fisher- 
men has been such as to lead many of 
the net fishermen into the business, 
and the probabilities are that the Con- 
necticut river crop of sturgeon will be 
practically exterminated in a year or 
two. 


The money is made almost wholly 


from the caviare or sturgeon spawn, 
which, since the river fishermen have 
learned the art of pickling, appears in 
the New York market as a competitor 
for favor with the choicest Kussian 
caviaie and sells at once. 
The Con- 


necticut caviare brings 50 cents per 
pound. One of the Hadlyme fisher- 
men has received more than $3000 for 
his shipments of caviare to New York 
this season. 


Another fisherman caught four of 


these big fish iu one night, which 
brought him a profit of $100. 
One 


sturgeon that he caught yielded a 
spawn weighing eighty-six pounds. 
Spawns of sixty pounds' weight are 
quite frequently taken in the height 
of the season. 


Such a source of profit has the fish- 


ery proved on the Connecticut thai a 
movement is on foot among some of 
the river men to prosecute it on the 
Hudson river next season, where the 
sturgeon, quite commonly termed iu 
that section "Albany beef," are known 
to be plentiful. Sturgeon were thrown 
away as foul fish when taken at Say- 
brook in former days. 


What Camels Are I/ike. 


"I first formed my opinion of a camel 


some years ago, when I rode across 
the Arabian deserts," said an officer 
who has been residing some time in 
Egypt, "and I see no reason to alter 
it in any way. The creature has so 
many talents and so may ways of ex- 
hibiting them. And, to begin with,it 
can kick harder, higher, swifter, and 
oftener than a mule, and can use all 
four feet at one time in a kicking 
match. Then it can bite worse than 
a vicious horse, and buck in a way to 
make a broncho blush with absolute 
shame.

he drops, a limp, inert mass, to the 
ground. Then this sweet creature has 
a way of evincing his displeasure that 
is at least effectual and convincing. He 
twists his snake-like neck intoacircV, 
and, poking his ugly nose iuto the 
face of the rider, opens his cavernous 
mouth and lets out a roar of disgust 
in such a fetid breath that the ele- 
vated human victim is fairly blown 
into the middle of the coming mouth 
(a week being too short a distance). 
And yet, with all these high recom- 
mendations, which some people might 
consider objectionable, these are the 
dear animals I am constantly brought 
in contact with, and for which I am 
even beginning to form an affection."

Consumption of Almond.*. 


The first nut imported in large 


quantities iuto the United States was 
the almond, of which 264,818 pounds 
were received in 1821, says the Boston 
Transcript. From t':at date until 1843 
no other kind of nut is.scheduled. 
In 


1859 the imports had risen to 5,439,- 
210 pounds, value 1 at Si44,757. Since 
1865 shelled aluiotuls have been sep- 
arately scheduled, and the imports 
in this form, which began with 116,- 
899 pounds, valued at-517,660 iu that 
year, have risen to 5,70S,334 pounds, 
valued at 68^.446 in 1897. The extra- 
ordinary increase since 1890 iu the 
imports of shelled almond?, as com- 
pared with almonds not shelled, is be- 
lieved to be lamely due to the fact 
that the severs! rates of duty that 
have prevailed dnj iii£ 'Int i^eriod have 
lie<>n propo, if. n \Uy higher on alwnds 
not shfilJe<l lli;i:i <'Ji siieljid a'monds. 
Previous to 1^"* i::<- j aJe:jt office dis- 
tributed an importation of soft-sheiled 
almonds to growers throughout the 
middle and sontiiem states. Its early 
blooming habit and susceptibility to 
injury by light frosts soon demon- 
strated the fact that though the tree 
succeeded it was valueless as a pro- 
ducer of nuts, even in the gnlf stale?. 


In California many of the earlier ef- 


forts at commercial almond cnltnre 
were nnsnccess1jj',either because they 
were made with unreliable varieties or 
in unsuitable localities. 
But the pro- 


duction of almonds in California now 
amounts to nearJy 2,500,000 pounds 
annually, and the quality of the prod- 
net compares favorably with the best 
imported nnts.—Chicago Record. 


STRANGESTOHYOFCRIME 


DFATH IN MAINE'S STATE PRISON OF 


A REMARKABLE CONVICT. 


Afro. Cowan StKpectrd of 
Smothering

Protected Her Innocence to the Lusl. 
A remarkable story of crime was 


closed by the death iu the Maine state 
prison at Thomaaton of Mrs. Mary 
Cowan, a life convict. 
Mrs. Cowan 


was either a monster or a martyr, a 
cold-blooded murderer or the victim 
of strange coincidences. 
Her maiden 


name Avas Mary Knight and she was 
three times married. Her first hus- 
band was Willis Beau of Dixuiont, 
Me., in which town she also lived 
with her parents. Beau was the son 
of a farmer. 
Soon after his marriage 


he conceived the desire to become a 
physician. 
Mrs. Bean encouraged 


her husband in this design, and also 
expressed the intention to study med- 
icine herself. They had little money, 
and, furthermore, their three children 
were regarded as an obstacle to the 
accomplishment of their plans. 
One 


day the youngest of .the children was 
found smothered in bed. 
A neighbor 


made the discovery, aud it is said that 
Mrs. Beau when informed of t he fact 
carelessly remarked, "Oh, I know it; 
the child died half an hour ago." No 
investigation was made, but the peo- 
ple of Dixmont suspected that the 
mother caused the child's death in 
order to be rid of it. 
Soon after the 


other two children, aged two and 
three years, died of a stomach com- 
plaint. There were suspicious whis- 
pered among the neighbors, but the 
deaths of the Bean children were for- 
gotten for the time after they were 
laid away in the village churchyard at 
Plymouth. 


Bean pursued his medical studies 


in what was known as a Druidical in- 
stitute where, it was said, diplomas 
could be purchased for §25 or less. 
The legislature regarded this concern 
as a fraud and passed a law that 
killed it before Bean had secured his 
diploma, and both husband and wife 
then decided to attend a similar in- 
stitution in Ohio, where without 
much study they might get diplomas. 
Before leaving, Bean prevailed upon 
his parents to invest all their ready 
money in a farm, upon which he was 
to live when he returned from the 
West. The farm was purchased and 
Bean received the deed, giving to his 
parents a mortgage.. For various rea- 
sons this mortgage was never record- 
ed but was kept in the house of the 
elder Beau. 


Willis Bean and his-wife then bor- 


rowed §200 and went to the Ohio 
medical school. Soon afterward came 
a letter from Mrs. Beau saying that 
Willis had died suddenly and that the 
doctors could not tell the cause of his 
death. It afterward developed that 
it was a stomach trouble similar to 
that which caused the death of two of 
the Beau children. Mrs. Bean came 
home to stay with her husband's par- 
ents, aud when she had been there a 
few weeks it was discovered one day 
that the unrecorded mortgage had 
disappeared. Young Mrs. Beau had 


i the deed of the farm, aud so the laud, 


bought with the elder Bean's pension 
money, was hers in law. She sold 
the place and all upon it, realizing 
about .$2000, and the elder Bean was 
so much the poorer for his careless- 
ness iu not having the mortgage re- 
corded. 
No one iu Dixrnout had any 


doubt that she stole the mortgage. 


A short time afterward the widow 


Beau married George Taylor, who be- 
longed in Dixmout and was employed 
in one of the Lewistou mills. 
Taylor 


was an Odd Fellow aud it was sup- 
posed that he had soTue insurance in 
that ordei. He soon died of the same 
stomach trouble that carried off" the 
Beans, children and father. 
After 


his death the fact developed that he 
had not paid his dues in the Odd Fel- 
lows' lodgw, so that his insurance had 
lapsed, but the members contributed 
a fuud of several hundred dollars for 
the widow. 


Mrs. Taylor did not long remain a 


widow, but married a niau named 
Elias Cowan, a widower with one 
child, Willis, aged eight years. Cow- 
an had deeded his farm to his first 
wife, at whose death the property de- 
scended, by the laws of Maine, to the 
boy, the father having the entire in- 
come of the place until the bov at- 
tained his majority, and after that, 
unring his lifetime, one-third the in- 
come. 
Oue day iu Sepiember, 18*14, 


the boy died and the canse of lu^ 
dectli was the Ka:sia s'o~n.i-!i trmiH- 
tbat j.fl'l nfiVcte 3 the ISea^s jvi 3 T;i"> - 
lor. 
This case was iiJiest:gatei% wi:h 


tfcc result that Mrs. Cowan was arrest- 
ed «p,-n Jbe charge of having killed 
the 1-oy wiih r.r,se?jio. 


The body was exhumed and the 


stomach and intestines senttoBo-r- 
doijj college for analysis. The chem- 
ists reported that the stomach con- 
tained enough arsenic to kill an ox. 
Mrs. Cowan was convicted of murder 
in the first degree aud sentenced 
ia February, 1896, to a life term at 
Thoumston. It was lately learned 
that previous to the death of the boy, 
Elii-« Cown. the father, was iH with 
the same kind of stomach trouble,and 
that at that time Mrs. Cowan ,~np- 
posed that the farm was the hasbanft's, 
not the boy's. 
; 


There was plenty of evidence at 


trial to convict Mrs. Cowan aud a 
good deal has leaked out since. A 
little girl of the neighborhood saw her 
put 
u white powder into the boy's 


medicine, loft by the doctor for an 
ailment supposed to have been caused 
by previous doses of the same white 
powder, but her- father would not 
allow her to testify, saying: "If I 
should allow her to tell what she 
knows and Mary Cowan should not be 
convicted the child's life wouldn't be 
worth a cent," from which it was un- 
derstood that he feared that Mrs. 
Cowan would poison his child also. 


In "the village churchyard in Plym- 


outh are eight graves that have a pe- 
culiar interest for the people there- 
abouts. In a row are four mounts 
marking the resting places of Willis 
Bean and his three children. 
A little 


removed from these lies George Tay- 
lor, the second husband, and near by 
is the grave of a child born to Mrs. 
Cowan while she was a prisoner in the 
Bangor jail awaiting sentence. Young 
Willis Cowan lies beside his mother, 
and the other day, in a corner by it- 
self, the old sexton laid the body of 
Mary Cowan. 


Mrs. Cowan always maintained that 


she was innocent, but there was noth- 
ing to support her assertion. 
There 


never was any reasonable doubt that 
she poisoned her stepson, and many 
believe that she hastened the depar- 
ture from this life of at least five other 
persons, all for the sake of a little 
money. She was a remarkably clever 
woman in many ways. — Washington 
Star. 


Trusting a Man's Honor. 


Sociologists will find an interesting 


study in one of the downtown res- 
taurants of New York where every 
customer eats what he wants and ren- 
ders his own bill. There are a lot of 
waiters around, clearing away the 
soiled dishes and bringing fresh ones, 
renewing the supplies of food that are 
exposed upon the counters and at- 
tending to the tea and coil'ee tanks, 
but the patrons are expected to serve 
themselves. Platters of hot and cold 
meats, salads, sandwiches, pies and 
cakes, croquettes and all that sort of 
thing are arranged on buffet shelves, 
with little card standards giving the 
price of each article.

In cid en t W hich Roused tho Rod Mon, 
The Indian outbreak in Minnesota 
vividly recalls the great massacre in 
that state in 1862, in which 600 set­ 
tlers were killed, and which holds an im­ 
portant place in the literature devoted 
to the red man. 


The massacre in August of that year 
Rt the Fort Bid gel ey agency shocked 
tho country, and, indeed, the whole 
civilized world, accustomed though it 
was to the bloody drama that attended 
the advance of civilization in the north­ 
west. 


Eng; ge 1 in the 
massacre wore 
number* of M’dewakanton, Wahpo- 
kuta, Wahpeton and Sisseton tribes 
of the great Sioux or Dakota nation. 
The immediate cause of the outbreak 
was the failure of the United States 
government to pay money for lands 
secured by treaty, Tho country being 
in the throes of civil war, the red­ 
skins took advantage of Uncle Sam’s 
need of soldiers in the South, believ­ 
ing that they could bring tho nation 
to its knees. 


Emigration to Minnesota rapidly 
followed the organization of that ter­ 
ritory in 1849. 
In 1854 the Indians 
were induced to sign a treaty by which 
they transferred to the United States 
some 30,000,000 acres, reserving for 
their own home a tract 150 by 20 
miles in extent along the upper Min­ 
nesota. 
In 1852 the Indians also 
ceded this tract, agreeing to accept 
euch a location as the president should 
select. But the Indians did not move. 
In I860, two years after the admission 
of Minnesota into the Union, the gov­ 
ernment purchased half this tract. 


The Indians were predisposed to 
hostility against the whites by reason 
of the restrictions with which the gov­ 
ernment had surrounded them. Then 
the traders added to this feeling by 
«robbing them outrageously. 
The ad­ 
vent of the whites on the purchased 
lands for which the Indians Avere not 
paid bid fair to drive the red men 
away. 
The whites cut down trees, 
the steamboats frightened the beaver 
and waterfowl, and the deer and tho 
buffalo were driven away. 


The night before the fateful 17th 
day of August, 1862. a great Indian 
.council was held at Rice Creek, ami 
it was determined to go to St. Paul, if 
necessary, to urge the making of a 
payment on the purchase made by the 
government. 
It was found that the 
hostiles could bring into the field 1300 
warriors, all armed and fierce with 
hatred for the whites, who, they 
charged, had swindled them. 


Strange as it may seem, the actual 
killing of the whites began with a dis­ 
pute among four Indians over two 
liens’ 
eggs. 
The quartet, passing 
across a prairie, discovered the eggs. 
Two proposed eating them ; the other 
two said no—that the eggs were the 
property of the whites. 
One Indian 
threw the eggs to the ground and was 
called a coward. 
This same redskin 
then, to show his bravery, shot an 
ox, and again was called a coward. 


44You break eggs and kill an ox,” 
said one. 
“ You are a woman. 
I am 
•a brave man. 
I have been on war 
parties and taken scalps.” 


The quarrel was kept up until the 
four thirsted for scalps and likewise a 
chance to show their bravery. 


Soon they arrived at the home of 
Howard Baker. 
They accepted the 
hospitality of the white man, and 
finally aro.se as if to go. Instead, how­ 
ever, they 
suddenly 
turned 
and 
opened lire on the whites, the shots 
taking effect on 
Baker, two men 
named Webster and Jones. 
All were 
killed. 
Then a Miss Wilson was 
dragge 1 from tho house and shot. 
Mrs. Baker and Mrs. Webster hid in 
the cellar, and after the Indians re­ 
tired sent a boy to Ripley with the 
news of the murder. 
Captain Whit- 
come of Forest City, with twelve or 
fifteen men, hastened to the placa and 
held an inquest. 
While so engaged 
eleven Indians passed on horseback. 
One soldier opened fire and the red­ 
skins fled. 
The relatives of the four 
murderers then resolved upon a gen­ 
eral massacre to shield the quartet 
from apprehension. 


On the morning of the 18th of Aug­ 
ust the Indians began their march. 
Two* miles from the agency they num- 
bered 150 mounted and armed men, 
all mad with tho desire to shed white 
men’s blood. There they were joined 
by the great chief, Little Crow, as 
leader. 
Swift messengers were sent 
to all the tribes asking them to join 
in the murderous work, 


When the Indians entered the little 
agency village a signal gun sounded. 
Then the awful work began. The first 
shot, fired at Myrick’s «tore, killed 
James Lynde, a clerk. Dirail, a clerk, 
and Fritz, the cook, were the next to 
fall. Young Myrick attempted to es­ 
cape but was slain by arrows. 
At 
Forbes’ store the Indians killed Jos­ 
eph Belland and Antoine Young; at 
Roberts’ store, one Brusson and one 
La Batte. 
Many others in the imme­ 
diate vicinity were also killed. 
Geo. 
Bourat made a dash for liberty. 
He 
was twice shot. The Indians stripped 
his clothing from him and piled a , 


number of logs on him, promising to 
return and cut him to pieces. Ho suc­ 
ceeded in extricating himself and 
made his escape. 
All the stores and 
houses were looted as fast as the 
owners were murdered. 


PROFIT IN STURGEON FISHING, 


Monoy Mado In Connecticut Caviare Atny 
Start an Ind ustry Here. 


Sturgeon catching in the Connecti­ 
cut river, a comparatively new indus­ 
try there, has come to a close after a 
highly successful season. More money 
has been made in sturgeon catching 
this season than in any other of Con­ 
necticut’s numerous shore fisheries. 
In fact the luck of the sturgeon fisher­ 
men has been such as to lead many of 
the net fishermen into the business, 
and the probabilities are that the Con­ 
necticut river crop of sturgeon will be 
practically exterminated in a year or 
two. 


The money is made almost wholly 
from the caviare or sturgeon spawn, 
which, since tho river fishermen have 
learned the art of pickling, appears in 
the New York market as a competitor 
for favor with the choicest Russian 
caviare and sells at once. 
The Con­ 
necticut caviare brings 50 cents per 
pound. 
One of the Hadlyme fisher­ 
men has received more than $3000 for 
his shipments of caviare to Now York 
this season. 


Another fisherman caught four of 
these big fish in one night, which 
brought him a profit of $100. 
One 
sturgeon that he caught yielded a 
spawn weighing eighty-six pounds. 
Spawns of sixty pounds’ weight are 
quite frequently taken in the height 
of the season. 


Such a source of profit has the fish­ 
ery proved on the Connecticut that a 
movement is on foot among some of 
the river men to prosecute it on the 
Hudson river next season, where the 
sturgeon, quite commonly termed in 
that section “Albany beef,” are known 
to be plentiful. Sturgeon were thrown 
away as foul fish when taken at Say- 
brook in former days.

I first formed my opinion of a camel 
some years ago, when I rode across 
the Arabian deserts,” said an officer 
who has been residing some time in 
Egypt, “and I see no reason to alter 
it in any way. 
The creature has so 
many talents and so may ways of ex­ 
hibiting them. 
And, to begin with,it 
can kick harder, higher, swifter, and 
oftener than a mule, and can use all 
four feet at one time in a kicking 
match. 
Then it can bite worse than 
a vicious horse, and buck in a way to 
make a broncho blush with absolute 
shame. 
No rider ever lived who can 
stay on that perch, seven feet from 
the ground, during a camel’s exhibi­ 
tion of gymnastics. 
Then he can run 
away when he feels like it, and is often 
seized with a desire to slope. 
Upon 
an occasion of this kind his rider ex­ 
periences a sensation between being 
blown up with dynamite or struggling 
against the throes of an earthquake 
until all his joints are dislocated, and 
he drops, a limp, inert mass, to the 
ground. 
Then this sweet creature has 
a way of evincing his displeasure that 
is at least effectual and convincing. He 
twists his snake-like neck into a circle, 
and, poking his ugly nose into the 
face of the rider, opens his cavernous 
mouth and lets out a roar of disgust 
in such a fetid breath that the ele­ 
vated human victim is fairly blown 
into the middle of the coming month 
(a week being too short a distance). 
And yet, with all these high recom­ 
mendations, which some people might 
consider objectionable, these are the 
dear animals I am constantly brought 
in contact with, and for which I am 
even beginning to form an affection,” 
—The Road. 


Consumption of Almonds, 


The first nut imported in large 
quantities into the United States was 
the almond, of which 261,818 pounds 
were received in 1821, says the Boston 
Transcript. From that date until 1813 
no other kind of nut is scheduled. 
In 
185(J the imports had risen to 5,439,- 
210 pounds, valued at $114,757. Since 
1865 shelled almonds have been sep­ 
arately scheduled, and the imports 
in this form, which began with 116,- 
899 pounds, valued at 317,660 in that 
year, have risen to 5,798,334 pounds, 
valued at 683,446 in 1897. 
The extra­ 
ordinary increase since 1890 in the 
imports of shelled almonds, as com­ 
pared with almonds not shelled, is be­ 
lieved to be largely due to the fact 
. 
t 
that the several rates of duty that 
have prevailed during that period have 
been proportion illy higher on almonds 
not shelled than on shelled almonds. 
Previous to 1855 the \ atent office dis­ 
tributed an importation of soft-shelled 
almonds to growers throughout the 
middle and southern states. 
Its early 
blooming habit and susceptibility to 
injury by light frosts soon demon­ 
strated the fact that though the tree 
succeeded it was valueless as a pro­ 
ducer of nuts, even in the gulf statee. 


In California many of the earlier ef­ 
forts at commercial almond culture 
were unsuccessful either because they 
were made with unreliable varieties or 
in unsuitable localities. 
But tho pro­ 
duction of almonds in California now 
amounts to nearly 2,500,000 pounds 
annually, and vhe quality of the prod­ 
uct compares favorably with the best 
imported nuts.—Chicago Record. 


STRANGE STORY OF CRIME 


DFATH IN MAINE’S STATE PRISON OF 
A REMARKABLE CONVICT. 


Mrs. Towan 
Suspected of 
Sm othering 


One Child and Poisoning Two Children, 
Two 
H usbands and a Stepson — She 


Protested Hot* Innocence to tho Last. 
A remarkable story of crime was 
closed by the death in the Maine state 
prison at Tliomaston of Mrs. Mary 
Cowan, a life convict. 
Mrs, Cowan 
was either a monster or a martyr, a 
cold-blooded murderer or the victim 
of strange coincidences. 
Her maiden 
name was Mary Knight and she was 
three times married. 
Her first hus­ 
band was Willis Bean of Dixmont, 
Me., in which town she also lived 
with her parents. 
Bean was the son 
of a farmer. 
Soon after his marriage 
he conceived the desire to become a 
physician. 
Mrs. Bean encouraged 
her husband in this design, and also 
expressed the intention to study med­ 
icine herself. 
They had little money, 
and, furthermore, their three children 
were regarded as an obstacle to the 
accomplishment of their plans. 
One 
day the youngest of .the children was 
found smothered in bed, 
A neighbor 
made the discovery, and it is said that 
Mrs. Bean when informed of the fact 
carelessly remarked, “ Oh, I know it; 
the child died half an hour ago.” No 
investigation was made, but tho peo­ 
ple of Dixmont suspected that tho 
mother caused the child’s death in 
order to be rid of it. 
Soon after the 
other two children, aged two and 
three years, died of a stomach com­ 
plaint. 
There were suspicions whis­ 
pered among the neighbors, but the 
deaths of the Bean children were for­ 
gotten for the time after they were 
laid away in the village churchyard at 
Plymouth, 


Bean pursued his medical studios 
in what was known as a Druidical in­ 
stitute where, it was said, di]3lomas 
could be purchased for $25 or less. 
The legislature regarded this concern 
as a fraud and passed a law that 
killed it before Bean had secured his 
diploma, and both husband and wife 
then decided to attend a similar in­ 
stitution in 
Ohio, where 
without 
much study they might get diplomas. 
Before leaving, Bean j)revailed upon 
his parents to invest all their ready 
money in a farm, upon which he was 
to live when he returned from tho 
West. 
The farm was purchased and 
Bean received the deed, giving to his 
parents a mortgage. 
For various rea­ 
sons this mortgage was never record­ 
ed but was kept in the house of the 
elder Bean. 


Willis Bean and liis wife then bor­ 
rowed $200 and went to the Ohio 
medical school. Soon afterward came 
a letter from Mrs. Bean saying that 
Willis had died suddenly and that the 
doctors could not tell the cause of his 
dea*h. 
It afterward developed that 
it was a stomach trouble similar to 
that which caused the death of two of 
the Bean children. 
Mrs. Bean came 
home to stay with her husband’s par­ 
ents, and when she had been there a 
few weeks it was discovered one day 
that the unrecorded mortgage had 
disappeared. 
Young Mrs. Bean had 
the deed of the farm, and so the land, 
bought with the elder Bean’s pension 
money, Mras hers in law. 
She sold 
tho place and all upon it, realizing 
about $2000, and the elder Bean was 
so much the poorer for his careless­ 
ness in not having the mortgage re­ 
corded. 
No one in Dixmont had any 
doubt that she stole the mortgage. 


A short time afterward the widow 
Bean married George Taylor, who be­ 
longed in Dixmont and was employed 
in one of the Lewiston mills. 
Taylor 
was an Odd Follow and it was sup­ 
posed that he had some insurance in 
that ordei. He soon died of the same 
stomach trouble that carried off the 
Beans, children and father. 
After 
his death the fact developed that he 
had not paid his dues in tho Odd Fel­ 
lows’ lodge, so that his insurance had 
lapsed, but the members contributed 
a fund of several hundred dollars for 
the widow. 


Mrs, Taylor did not long remain a 
widow, but married a man named 
Elias Cowan, a widower with one 
child, Willis, aged eight years, Cow­ 
an had deeded his farm to his first 
svife, at whoso death the property de­ 
scended, by the laws of Maine, to the 
boy, the father having the entire in­ 
come of th e^ lac e until the boy at­ 
tained his majority, and after that, 
during his lifetime, oue-third the in­ 
come. 
One day in September, 1894, 
the boy died and the cause of his 
death was the same stomach trouble 
that had affected the Beans and Tay­ 
lor. 
This case was investigated, with 
tho result that Mrs. Cowan was arrest­ 
ed upon the charge of haying killed 
the boy with arsenic. 


The body Avas exhumed and the 
stomach and intestines sent to Bo >v- 
doin college for analysis. 
Tho chem­ 
ists reported that the stomach con­ 
tained enough arsenic to kill an ox, 
Mrs, Cowan was convicted of murder 
in the first degree and sentenced 
in February, 1896, to a life term at 
Thomaston, 
It was lately learned 
that previous to the death of the boy, 
Elias Gown, the father, was ill with 
the same kind of stomach trouble, and 
that at that time Mrs. Cowan "up- 
posed that the farm was the husbands, 
not the boy’s. 
] 


There was plenty of evidence at 
trial to convict Mrs. Cowan and a 
good deal has leaked out since. 
A 
little girl of the neighborhood saw hor 
put 
a white powder into tho boy’s 
medicine, loft by the doctor for an 
ailment supposed to have been caused 
by previous dosos of tho same white 
powder, but her father would not 
allow her to tostify, saying: “ If I 
should allow her to toll what sho 
knows and Mary Cowan should not bo 
convicted the child’s life wouldn’t be 
worth a cent,” from which it was un­ 
derstood that he feared that Mrs. 
Cowan would poison his child also. 


In'the village churchyard in Plym­ 
outh are eight graves that havo a pe* 
culiar interest for tho people there­ 
abouts, 
In a row are four mounds 
marking the resting places of Willis 
Bean and his three children. 
A littlo 
removod from these lies George Tay­ 
lor, tho second husband, and near by 
is tho grave of a child born to Mrs, 
Cowan while she was a prisoner in tho 
Bangor jail awaiting sentoncS. Young 
Willis Cowan lies beside his mother, 
and the other day, in a corner by it­ 
self, the old sexton laid tho body of 
Mary Cowan. 


Mrs. Cowan always maintained that 
she was innocent, but there was noth­ 
ing to support her assertion. 
There 
never was any reasonable doubt that 
she poisoned her stepson, and many 
believe that she hastened tho depar­ 
ture from this life of at least five other 
persons, all for tho sake of a little 
money. 
She was a remarkably clever 
woman in many ways. — Washington 
Star. 


T rusting a M an’» Honor. 


Sociologists will find an interesting 
study in one of the downtown res­ 
taurants of New York wfhere every 
customer eats what ho wants and ren­ 
ders his own bill. 
There are a lot of 
waiters around, clearing away the 
soiled dishes and bringing fresh ones, 
renewing the supplies of food that are 
exposed upon the counters and at­ 
tending to the tea and coffee tanks, 
but the patrons are expected to serve 
themselves. 
Platters of hot and cold 
meats, salads, sandwiches, pies and 
cakes, croquettes and all that sort of 
thing are arranged on buffet shelves, 
with little card standards giving the 
price of each article. 
A customer 
lakes a plate, kuife and fork and nap­ 
kin, and then goes around and picks 
out what he wants. 
After he has fin­ 
ished eating, he informs a lad at the 
cash register what he has eaten. The 
latter performs an addition in mental 
arithmetic, turns a crank and hands 
out a card with figures upon it, which 
the customer takes to the cashier and 
pays for his luncheon, 
As I threw 
down a check the other day I re­ 
marked to the cashier : “ How do you 
know that’s right?” 


“ We have to trust to your honor.” 
“ Can you trust 
to everybody’s 
honor?” 


“ Not always,” he replied, “but as 
a rule people are honest; at least we 
are willing to take our chances upon 
that. 
We have been running this 
place a good while, and I suppose we 
have fed a great many dead beats, but 
the percentage is so small that we are 
willing to continue. If a man sets out 
to swindle he will get into you one 
way or another. 
We catch a dead 
beat now and then, but not often. 
The waiters keep their eyes open and 
tho 
crooks 
know that 
they are 
watched. 
If they didn’t they would 
carry off the fixtures.”—Chicago Rec­ 
ord.

How Looking Glasses Are Made. 


"How is a looking glass made?" 


was the question recently ptit to a 
large manufacturer of mirrors in New 
York. 


"Well" replied the manufacturer, 


"most of the glass used in this trade 
is prepared for us at a molding fac- 
tory, and we merely cut, bevel and 
silver it in our works. All the bevels 
are cut in the same way, first with 
sand and water, then on an emery 
wheel and afterward put through sev- 
eral processes to 
bring back the 


polish. 


"Great improvements have been 


made in this line of business in the 
past sixteen years. Formerly it took 
two or three days from the time the 
work was begun on a mirror before it 
could be finished. Nowadays we can 
get the glass in the morning and make 
it into a looking glass perfectly fin- 
ished and ready for sale before night. 
We make all sizes, from the smallest 
hand glass of 2xi inches to a mirror 
10x20 feet or even larger, aud we have 
a capacity of turning out 3000 feet per 
day. 


"Not many years ago the backs of 


mirrors were coated with mercury, now 
sheets of pure silver are used instead. 
The old looking glass reflected 60 or 
65 per cent, of the light that fell upon 
it, the modern mirror reflects nearly 
95 per cent. 
The mercury looking 


glass was very liable to rub off; heat 
and cold also"an"ectedit; the quick sil- 
ver would crack or melt and thus 
the beauty of the glass would be 
spoilt. None of these dangers threaten 
the silvered mirror. 
Besides mirrors,

ITow I-ookins: Glasses Arc Made. 


“ How is a looking glass made?” 
was the question recently put to a 
large manufacturer of mirrors in New 
York. 


“ Well” replied the manufacturer, 
“most of the glass used in this trade 
is prepared for us at a molding fac­ 
tory, and we merely cut, 
bevel and 
silver it in our works. 
All the bevels 
are cut in the same way, first with 
sand and water, then on an emery 
wheel and afterward put through sev­ 
eral processes to 
bring back the 
polish. 


“ Great improvements 
have been 
made in this line of business in the 
jmst sixteen years. 
Formerly it took 
two or three days from the time tho 
work was begun on a mirror before it 
could be finished. 
Nowadays we can 
get the glass in the morning and make 
it into a lookiug glass perfectly fin­ 
ished and ready for sale before night. 
We make all sizes, from the smallest 
hand glass of 2x4 inches to a mirror 
10x20 feet or even larger, aud we have 
a capacity of turning out 3000 feet per 
day. 


“ Not many years ago the backs of 
mirrors were coated with mercury, now 
sheets of pure silver are used instead. 
The old looking glass reflected 60 or 
65 per cent, of the light that fell upon 
it, the modern mirror reflects nearly 
95 per cent. 
The mercury looking 
glass was very liable to rub off; heat 
and cold also^affected it; the quick sil­ 
ver would crack or melt and thus 
the beauty of the glass would be 
spoilt. None of these dangers threaten 
the silvered mirror. 
Besides mirrors, 
those engaged in this line of business 
cut a great deal of beveled glass for 
doors and windows. 
In fine buildings 
this is largely taking the place of 
stained glass.”—Washington Star. 


The W estern Pistol. 


One of the big frontier six-shooters 
used by the Rough Riders at the 
charge of San Juan Hill attracts a 
good deal of attention in the window 
of an up-town store. 
It is a type of 
weapon almost peculiar to the West— 
single action, 45-calibre, with a barrel 
eight inches long and a wooden han­ 
dle. 
The real cowboy and veteran 
miner will carry nothing elso. 
Both 
despise a double-action, self-cocking 
pistol, and in the “cow country” it is 
a common thing for ranchmen to tako 
out the triggers of their six shooters 
aud fire them by manipulating tho 
hammer with the thumb.

It 
is drawn with a curious circular sweep 
and comes up cocked and ready for 
business. 
More than one “ tender­ 
foot” has bored a hole through him­ 
self in attempting to acquire this par­ 
ticular bit of legerdemain.«—New Or­ 
leans Times-Democrat.

HORRORS OF SOUDAN WARFARE, 


Aft«* the B attle "Wounded D ervishes Are 
Slain—Tragic Incidents. 


Now,there is no braver, kinder mau 
in tho world than the army doctor, 
writes the correspondent of the Lon­ 
don Saturday Review from tho scone 
of tho British victory in the Soudan. 
In his extemporized field hospital, 
often under a heavy fire, with a hastily 
thrown up screen of commissariat 
caso% packsaddlos, water tanks 
or 
whatever came handy, ho performed 
miracles; lio was ready to minister to 
tho wants of all wounded men. 
He 
wagL anxious to tend the wounded Der- 
vishTvhenever one might be brought 
in. 
But no wounded Dervish ever 
-rr- 
v 
V*?*- 
was. 
It was as much as any one s life 
was worth to go near a wounded Der­ 
vish. 
He would lie on tho ground 
glaring about trim liko a wild beast. 
Approach him, and out camo his curved 
ham-stringing knife. With it ho would 
make vicious sweeps, any ono of which 
would maim you for life. 


It is not possible in the terrific stress 
of Soudan warfare to detail fatigue 
parties to overcome the resistance of 
wounded men and beat them to the 
field hospital. 
Hundreds died of 
their wounds as they lay on the battle­ 
field, and those that did not die of 
their wounds had to be put out of 
their misery. 
Terrible stories are told 
of this dire necessity. 
Those know 
best who have been engaged in battle 
with the Dervish what happened after 
the fighting was over, aud how the 
problem of dealing with the enemy’s 
wounded was solved. 
In the cam­ 
paign of 1S55, parties of English sol­ 
diers, commanded by English officers, 
used to go out to kill the wounded. 
One private prodded the helpless body 
between the shoulders with his bay­ 
onet. 
If there was no movement the 
party went on ; if tho Dervish proved 
alive and squirmed, another p r i v a t e 
instantly blew his brains out. 


In one case, remarkable for its in­ 
evitable cold-blooded horror, it is said, 
the troops inside a zereba, the night 
after one of the most desperate of 
battles, were driven to madness by. the 
voice of a wounded warrior who lay 
outside amidst heaps of slain. 
All 
night a groaning 
cry 
of 
“Allah! 
Allah 1” rose into the silent night. 
Not the fierce sharp ring of the word 
when it is the war cry for headlong 
charge, but an imploring, despairing 
moan; hour after hour that one word 
only. 
“For God’s sake silence that 
man”—that was tho feeling of all. 
Council was held as to how it could be 
done. 
Soon three men were told off 
to get upon the sandbags of the little 
redoubt at the corner of the zereba, 
and when the moon came out from 
behind the clouds, to fire volleys in 
tho direction from which the cry came. 
The volleys were fired but the cry 
went on. Finally it ceased. 
Whether 
the man was thus silenced or not it 
was not ascertained, but in the morn­ 
ing thero were only dead men in that 
part of the field. 
There were others, 
however, still alive. 
These could not 
be tended. 
Another story was cur­ 
rent in those terrible days of how an 
officer, going up to a group of sur­ 
geons found a wounded Dervish, and 
inquiring w’hat was the matter, was 
told that nothing could be done w'ith 
him, no one could approach him. 
Ho 
lay there with his knife out, ready 
with one of those sweeping ham-string­ 
ing cuts for any one who dared to 
come near. 
Whereupon the officer, 
still under the blood madness of the 
fight, and “ seeing red,” whipped out 
his own knife, avoided the rapid sweep 
of the wounded man’s weapon, and 
drove his own to his heart. 


Such are some of the incidents of 
Soudan warfare. 
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Sydney Smith was very happy in 
his country life and his children 
caught his spirit of delight over com­ 
mon things. 
They loved animals, and 
spent long hours in training them. 
One little beast, a baby donkey, be­ 
came, under their tuition, perhaps tho 
most accomplished of his species, and 
unconsciously gave rise to a quatrain 
which now belongs to the fame of 
Sydney Smith. 
Tho donkey was a 
well educated chap; he would walk 
upstairs, follow tho family in their 
rambles like a dog, and when they en­ 
tered his meadow run to meet them 
with ears down and tail erect, braying 
joyously. 


One day, when Billy's head was 
crowned with flowers, 
and ho was 
being trained with a handkerchief for 
a bridle, Mr. Jeffrey unexpectedly ar­ 
rived, 
He joined in the sport, and to 
tho children’s infinite delight, mounted 
Billy. 


Thus he was proceeding in triujnpli, 
when Sydney Smith and his wife,with 
three frienus, returned from a walk 
and took in the festal scene. Tho great 
mau advanced with extended hands 
and greeted his old friend in an im­ 
promptu which has become familiar to 
the reading public:

Though the courts and the financiers 
are discussing the Baltimore & Ohio 
reorganization, the work of rehabilita- 
ting the property goes merrily on.

ON THE YUKON BAR. 


The Klver Only H'x tV«t l>e«p at Itt 


Mouth at High Water. 


The latest advices received from the 


government survey party at the moutb 
of the Yukon are to the effect that 
failure has attended the effort to dis< 
cover an entrance for deep sea vessels. 
It is now believed that no such en- 
trance exists and that before the Yukon 
cau be made navigable for ocean craft 
considerable dredging will have to be 
done on the bar which cuts Bearing 
sea off from the deep waters of the 
river. 


This news will prove a great dis- 


appointment to all persons interested 
in the development of Alaska. For a 
long time past there has been a wide- 
spread belief that a so-called "true 
mouth" existed through which large 
steamships could enter the Yukon. 
Once in the stream it would be an easy 
matter for them to ascend nearly 800 
miles, regardless of the 
fluctuating 


stages of the vivev7 which maintains 
an average width of ten miles to the 
lower ramparts, and a depth varying 
from 40 to 150 feet. 
By using this 


water highway up to the Tanaua and 
Nulato, supplies could be placed in 
the heart of Alaska almost as cheaply 
as though shipped to St. Michael. 
Such facilities would mean an enor- 
mous development of mining indus- 
tries, inasmuch as many claims which. 
are now unprofitable on account of the 
high prices charged for supplies could 
be worked to good account. 
More- 


over, plentiful supplies in central 
Alaska would mean an enormous in- 
crease in the amount of prospecting 
done. 
Experience has shown that 


river steamboats on the Yukon are ex- 
pensive and unreliable. 


It was with a thorough understand- 


ing of these facts that the United 
States 
coast and 
geodetic survey 


office outfitted a party last spring to 
go to the mouth of the Yukon and 
make a careful survey and ascertain 
whether or not the rumored deep sea 
entrance was a reality or a myth. 
Captain Pratt had the work in charge, 
and since beginning nearly the entire 
area has been covered, but without re- 
sult. A uniform bar appears to exist, 
crossing all of the various outlets, with 
about six feet of water on it at high 
tide. 
This bar is of soft muck, and 


varies from a quarter to a half mile in 
width. 
It is apparent that the bar 


originated through the long-continued 
deposit of rivev sediment. 
In fact, it 


has been found that the sea itself has 
been partly filled up by the sediment 
for some distance out from the bar. 
The deepest water is toward the 
southern outlets.

ON TH E YUKON BAR« 


T he K lv o r Only Six l*Vot Doep a t Itl 
M outh a t H igh W ater, 


The latest advices received from the 
government survey party at the mouth 
of tho Yukon are to the effect that 
failure has attended tbe effort to dis 
cover an entrance for deep sea vossels. 
It is now believed that no such en­ 
trance exists and that before tho Yukon 
can be made navigable for ocean craft 
considerable dredging will have to be 
done on tho bar which cuts Behring 
sea off froui the deep waters of the 
river. 


This news will provo a great dis* 
appointment to all persons interested 
in the development of Alaska. 
For a 
long time past there has been a wide­ 
spread belief that a so-called 
“ true 
mouth1’ existed through which large 
steamships could enter the Yukon. 
Once in the stream it would be an ea sy 
majbter for them to ascend nearly 800 
miles, regardlessjof the fluctuating 
stages of the riveiT, which maintains 
0U average width of ten m ile s to the 
lower ramparts, and a depth varying 
from 40 to 150 feet. 
By using this 
water highway up to the Tanana and 
Nulato, supplies could be placed in 
the heart of Alaska almost as cheaply 
as though shipped to St. Michael, 
Such facilities would mean an enor­ 
mous development of rdiuing indus­ 
tries, inasmuch as many claims which 
are now unprofitable on account of tlTo 
high prices charged for supplies could 
be worked to good account. 
More­ 
over, plentiful 
s u p p lie s in central 
Alaska would mean an enormous in­ 
crease in the amount of prospecting 
done. 
Experience has shown that 
river steamboats on tho Yukon are ex­ 
pensive and unreliable. 


It was with a thorough understand­ 
ing of these facts that the United 
States 
coast and 
geodetic survey 
office outfitted a party last spring to 
go to the mouth of the Yukon and 
make a careful survey and ascertain 
whether or not the rumored deep sea 
entrauce was a reality or a myth. 
Captain Pratt had the work in charge, 
and since beginning nearly the entire 
area has been covered, but without re­ 
sult. 
A uniform bar appears to exist, 
crossing all of the various outlets, with 
about six feet of water on it at high 
tide. 
This bar is of soft muck, and 
varies from a quarter to a half mile in 
width. 
It is apparent that the bar 
originated through the long-continued 
deposit of river sediment. 
In fact, it 
has been found that the sea itself has 
been partly filled up by the sediment 
for some distance out from the bar. 
The deepest water is toward 
the 
southern outlets. 


Land-C rab 8 of Cuba. 


Jonathan S. Jenkins, au American 
miniature-iDainter, lived in Havana 
during tho middle century and kept a 
diary of his experiences.

at the Westminster Police Court it ap- 
jiears that a doctor, examined as a 
witness, has invented a test phrase 
which he regards infallible. 
This is, 
“The artillery extinguished the con­ 
flagration early.” This may be very 
elective, and it was tried successfully 
on a cabman (the defendant), but the 
doctor need not have taxed hit inven* 
tive powers, 
There is the “ Peter 
Piper picked a peck of pepper,” etc., 
test, and one or two more not quite 
so elaborate. “Biblical criticism” and 
“British Constitution” have long been 
favorite tests, but the best is probably 
“Mrs* Smith’s fish sauce shop,*'

TO PREVENT GROWTH OP HORNS. 


There are two ways to kill the germs 
of the horns in a young calf; one is to 
out them out when the calf is a month 
old by raising the skin in a flap and 
removing the small button which is 
loosely attached to it. 
The flap of 
skin is laid back and a plaster of tar 
is laid on it, when the wound soon 
heals. 
The other method is to apply 
caustic potash wetted with water by 
rubbing ifc on the skin’where the t?mall 
nub of the horn is felt. 
The potash 
will bnrn the fingers and make a bad 
core unless it is held ip. a wrapping 
of paper or a rag. The wetted potash 
is well rubbed into the skin, killing 
the immature shell of horn.—New 
York Times. 


THE SPINACH LEAP MAGGOT. 


Tbe spinach leaf maggot is related 
to the onion maggot, the cabbage 
root maggot and other pests of this 
kind, writes Professor 0. M. Weed. 
It seems to be widely distributed and 
doing serious damage. Its life history 
has not yet been fully worked out, but 
there is good evidence that the same 
insect develops in the leaves of pig­ 
weed or goosefoot. 
It seems as if it 
was going to be a difficult pest to 
light, as it is not probable that any­ 
thing can be applied to the leaves to 
prevent its attacks. 
The only reme­ 
dies I can now suggest 'are the pick­ 
ing oil and destroying of infected 
leaves—‘especially in spring—and the 
keeping down of pigweed, to prevent 
its breeding in that.—American Agri­ 
culturist. 


riiOWEKS ON THE FARM. 


I suppose a majority of farmers re­ 
gard flowers as useless and unessen­ 
tial, but I do not agree, says W. P. 
Perkins. 
No farm is so neat, attrac- 
xive and home-like as it mipht and 
should be, if it lacks beds of flowers 
and flowering shrubs. 


The object of the farm primarily 
and iundamentlv is a home, attractive 
to all, a spot to leave a loving mental 
impression upon the mind of every 
child of the famiiy us joug as life lasts. 
.Flowersare jjoetry and refinement and 
higher culture on the farm. 
Do not 
exclude them. 


There are many attractive annuals 
a’Dd every garden should number a 
goodJy variety; but I would call prin­ 
cipal attention to the sweet pea, as I 
think no other will give such uni­ 
form and continual pleasure and satis­ 
faction. 
The sweet pea has received 
wonderful improvement in the last few 
years, and covers well nigh every va­ 
riety of shade and tint from pure 
white to deep maroon or purple, so 
every taste may be satisfied. 


Pjant the sweet pea upon a moist 
spot, where it will not dry up in sum­ 
mer. Fertilize it with wood ashes and 
nitrate of soda. Pick off the blossoms 
as they appear. 
Apply a thick mulch 
over the entire root system before dry 
weather, and water whenever neces­ 
sary.—Farm, Field and Fireside. 


the fertility of ashes has nourished 
many generations of men and animals. 


The soils of New England are all 
potash hungry. 
No one element is so 
exhausted. 
Furthermore, this im­ 
portant difference remains, many com­ 
mercial fertilizers are compounded by 
man; not so in ease of ashes, as here 
nature has done all the work. 
Many 
years as:o the tree germinated aud 
grew. It withdrew from our soil what 
was required for its support. 
The 
process continued indefinitely* until 
finally the woodsman felled the tree. 
Its wood was burned. 
Its ashes, con­ 
taining every particle of mineral mat­ 
ter the tree had, have been carefully 
gathered up and transported from a 
distant land to feed the crons of New 


♦ 
England. This potash and phosphoric 
acid have all been used bafore in vege­ 
table growth. 
What more simple 
thing, then, than the fact that this 
mineral matter is m the best and most 
natural form to produce more trees, 
more fruits, more vegetables and more 
grasses? 


Another strong argument for use of 
ashes is, they are cheap. 
In the last 
few years, like other commodities, 
ashes have been more and more cheap, 
so they are altogether within the 
reach of the farmer at present. 


With a bona fide guarantee of dry 
ashes, cleaned and well screened, of 
an analysis of 5 per cent, potash of 
general purity, no hesitation need be 
had in the purchase of hardwood 
ashes. 


There is hardly a field or a crop of 
New England that ashes will not mater­ 
ially benefit.—Massachusetts Plough­ 
man. 


THE POPULAR APPLES. 


It is one of the disadvantages of any 
special culture 
that fashions are 
so changeable. 
Very recently, for 
instance, the most popular apples in 
the markets, especially in the foreign 
ones, were Baldwin, King and New­ 
town Pippin. The last two years theae 
old favorites have given way to an in­ 
terloper, rarelv ever heard of before, 
and now calledYork Imperial, orplain 
York. 
It is essentially an eating ap­ 
ple, being sweet, with tender flesh, 
and a very beautiful fruit, partly yel­ 
lowish, the rest of it a light crimson, 
splashed with deeper red. 
The cavity 
around the stalk is a greenish russet. 
As most of the apples consumed in 
England are eated out of hand, the 
appearance (joes a great way to make 
any good kind popular. 


it may be that in time we may 
choose our apples in accordance with 
the dictum of the doctors, as this fruit 
is really one of the very best kipda of 
medicine, 
The acid is extremely 
healthful, as well as agreeable, and it 
is this which makes this fruit such an 
excellent food. J3ut the x^opular taste 
will have its effect on the i^ublic 
choice, and no one may be able to say 
what will be the apple of next season. 
The unsurpassed Newtown, and its 
near relative, the Albemarle, pippin, 
have long been the American apples, 
essentially so, but the inferior kinds 
have gone ahead of it by fully §2 a 
barrel. 
All this is to be taken into 
account in the selection of fruits for 
planting for market purposes.—New 
York Times,

potash have in late years been brought 
to4he attention of the agriculturist;

TOAD PENCES. 


It seems to be the general opinion 
among beekeepers that toads are the 
enemies of bees, and that if allowed to 
have the run of the apinry they will 
destroy largo numbers of them, writes 
Beth Day. 
Some go so far as to say 
that toads will sit upon the alighting 
board of a hive and catch the laden 
bees as they return to the hive. 
But 
toads are nocturnal animals and dur­ 
ing the day are usually hidden in dark 
corners, or under heavy leafage; and 
bees do not gather honey at night. 


However, bees do, during hot;weather, 
come out on the alighting board, and 
may be iouud creeping, or rather run­ 
ning about there at all hours of the 
night, where they would be an easy 
prey lor his toadship, were he disposed 
to caoture them. 
But whether so dis- 
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posed or not, remains with one bee 
keeper, at least, an open question. 
I 
have never yet seen a toaa eat either 
bee or drone, or anything else so large 
as either. 
I have never seen one 
around my hives although there were 
plenty in both flower and vegetable 
gardens, only a few yards away. 


Toads are very intelligent. 
Where 
once they are fed, or find lor them­ 
selves pome dainty of which they are 
fond, they will go again. 
For this 
reason they are, though shy at first, 
easily tamed. 


A medium-sized toad will eat from 
twenty to thirty good-sized spiders, 
or from forty to fifty or even sixty 
flies at a single meal. 
They would, 
therefore, if they cared to feed upon 
bees, be very destructive m an apiary. 
But they would also catch the bee- 
molli and its progeny, and would pro­ 
bably soon rid the hives of this pest. 


Toads are beneficial animals. 
They 
destroy countless numbers of bugs, 
worms, moths, flies, gnats, mosquitoes, 
etc., and we cannot aflord to have 
them destroyed. 


To kill unnecessarily is cruel, and 
the continued killing of helpless crea­ 
tures, even though they are small, baa 
a demoralizing and brutalizing effect. 
For those, then, who wish to keep 
toads out of the apiary, the most prof­ 
itable as well as the most humane way 
to do so is not to kill them, but to 
fence thfera out. 
The same fence, 
though absolutely mouse, snake and 
duck-proof, will go far toward keep­ 
ing these invaders out of the apiary. 
It is easily and cheaply built, and is 
simply ten or twelve-inch boards set 
on edge in a continuous bne around 
the space to be enclosed, the ends 
lapping slightly, aud either nailed to­ 
gether or fastened by driving two 
stakes, one on each side of the lapped 
ends. 


Then if the apiarist will watch in 
the evening, and remove all the toads 
that ajay have been fenced in, there 
will be no further trouble with toads 
for that season, or at least as long as 
the fence remains in place. 
The 
ground must be leveled so that there 
are no holes under the board through 
which a toad might crawl. 


When not in use the boards can be 


atored in a dry place, and can be used 
for several seasons.—Farm, Field and 
Fireside.

Big Figures From the World's Fair. 


The number of paid admissious to 
the Columbian Fair was 21.477,218, a 
daily average of 119,9S4X. 
The gross 
attendance was 27,529,4U0f exceeding 
by nearly a million the number at the 
Paris Exposition for the six months 
ending with October, though rather 
over half a million less than the total 
attendance at Paris, where the gates 
were open a considerally longer time 
than at Chicago. 
The monthly aver­ 
age of visitors increased steadily from 
about 1,000,000 in May to nearly 
7,000,000 m October. 
It is estimated 
that in all 12,000,000 different indi­ 
viduals saw the fair. Notwithstanding 
tho presence of such multitudes, the 
grounds were always clean and there 
was no ruffianism—the creditable fea­ 
tures which English visitors remarked.

plements of the shambles. 


The machete is used for everything, 
from an axe to a toothpick. 


Everyday practice from childhood 
up makes the Cuban wonderfully dex­ 
trous, and when he turns his edge 
against men, bone and sinew offer uo 
resistance. 
At Mai Trempo 260 Span­ 
ish soldiers were killed by one ma­ 
chete’s stroke. 
It was a ghastly sight. 


No troops in the world can hit eo 
hard and quick with the sword, and 
the Spanish officers aro badly scared 
by the “machete idea.” 


When the Cubans actually get start­ 
ed in a hand-to-hand fight they usual­ 
ly win. 


In times cf peace food costs practi­ 
cally nothing. 


General Gomez says: “ These people 
don’t have to work—the soil does ifc 
for them,” It is rich beyond descrip­ 
tion. 


Sweet potatoes grow two years from, 
one planting; bananas once planted 
produce forever, and there are sugar 
estates that have annually cut cane 


# 
since the shoots were planted forty 
years ago. 


The sugar plantations are large en­ 
terprises, and Chinese labor is used on 
many of them. 


The greater part of Cuban labor is 
used in growing tobacco. 


Fields of tobacco are seldom over 
an acre large. 
The owner makes 
money enough from this bit of land to 
buy such other supplies as the soil 
doesn’t give him. 


These are coffee, sugar, salt and 
coarse cloth. 


The cloth is made up by the women 
on modern sewing machines. 


Every house contains a sewing ma­ 
chine of modern make, but the plows 
are of the pattern of 2030 B. C, 


Oxen draw the plows, and the iron 
point on a stick cannat lift over siz 
inches of soil at a furrow. 


It takes a team of oxen, a Cuban 
plow and a Cuban four days to pre­ 
pare for tobacco half an acre of land. 


It has to be gone over six times. 
Cuban women smoko more than the 
men. 
It’s easier for them to get at 
the source of supplies. 
This is the 
little loft made by half a dozen poles 
under the roof, where is stored the 
leaf tobacco. 


This the women roll into cigars when 
required. 


The Cubans are invariably hospita­ 
ble. 
You ride along on one of their 
little ambling horses and the alleged 
road may take you right into the front 
door of a farmhouse, 


It would go right through the back 
door if there was one. 
As there isn’t, 
the road meanders round the house, 
loses itself in the clearing, and when 
you want to continue your journey 
they furnish you with any one of a 
dozen grimy little urchins to show you 
where the roads starts again/ 


You are invariably asked to dis- 
* 
v 
mount, the colloquial Cuban being, 
“ Will you take coffee?” and “Do you 
wish to smoke?” 


The black coffee, served in small 
cups, is rich, and the Cubans do not 
sell their best tobacco. 


From six to ninety-six years of age 
everybody smokes. 


When the Mgood days” have been 
passed with the good manners to be 
found in every Cuban household, and 
it relapses into its accustomed ways, 
the attenuated old grandmother tuck* 
away a big loosely rolled cigar be­ 
tween her toothless gums and con­ 
tentedly 
puffs 
away.—New Yort 
World.

PEST OF RABBITS IN KANSAS. 


Traps Used by Owners of Orcliards to Pro- 
tect Apple Trees. 


During the past ten years 
Kansas 
has become the greatest apple 
grow- 
ing state in the West. 
The largest 
apple orchard in the world is situated 
in Kansas, and is owned by Wellhouse 
& Son of Topeka. 
This industry, 
which promised rich returns on the 
investment, is, however, menaced by 
a pest as destructive as were the 
grasshoppers a few years ago, when all 
vegetation disappeared in a day. 


How to protect fruit trees 
against 
the army of rabbits, which seems to 
multijily annually in Kansas, is a 
question that has agitated the minds 
of apple raisers for several years. At 
lirst straw was wrapped about the 
young trees with wire the winter 
months, but this afforded little i^ro- 
tection, for the rabbits would 
gnaw 
through the straw and eat the bark off 
the trees. 


Finally Judge Wellhouse hit upon 
a new plan. He knew that 
rabbits 
would not disturb the apple trees if 
they could get corn to eat, so ho de- 
cided to feed them on this grain, but 
it was to be eaten, if at all, inside a 
trap. 
For their orchard in Osage 
county the firm purchased a carload of 
lumber, out of which they constructed 
1700 traps. 
In their orchards in 
Leavenworth and Miami 
counties 
2000 traps were used, and 
thousands 
of cotton-tails were caught and slain. 
Owners of apple orchards all over 
eastern Kansas are now manufactur- 
ing the traps. 


These consist of a box twentj^'-two 
inches long, closed at one end, and 
with an in waul swinging wire gate in 
the other end, which is shut by con- 
tact of the ' abbit with a trigger after 
he has entered and begins gnawing on 
the ear of corn. 
About four feet of 
lumber and four feet of No. 12 galvan- 
ized iron wire are consumed in tho 
making of each trap, which costs, com- 
plete, about 15 cents. 


On each of the apple farms owned 
by Wellhouse k Bon a man is em- 
ployed to go through the orchard daily 
and kill all the rabbits found in the 
traps. 
Usually these men make a 
contract with a Kansas city 
commis- 
sion house, to whom thousands of rab- 
bits are shipped. 
Many people are 
fond of rabbit meat, M'hich is much 
cheaper than beef or i^ork, and it is 
in great demand among the poor of the 
large cities daring the Thanksgiving 
and holiday seasons. 


Tiiino lioor Aro Daniforoiis, 


The tameness of the deer in the 
Duke of Uedford'a grounds is very 
remarkable, 
Excejjt the acclimatized 
Japanese from Powerscourt, and else- 
where, they arc wild creatures, caught 
in distant islands and continents, from 
the Moluccas and Formosa to the Altai 
mountains, or the swamps of Canada. 
Yet the diliicnlty is to keep them wild 
enough. It is always dangerous to 
allo\Y stags to become tame and fa* 
miliar. If they lose their fear of man 
they are liable to become dangerous 
at certain seasons and attack persons 
in a park or keepers as savagely' as 
they do their own kind. Consequently, 
all familiarity has to be discouraged 
at other seasons when the deer are 
most anxious to be friendly. 
With 
the hinds this is jiot necessary, and 
their conlidence is very jn-etty and en- 
gaging,—London Bpectjitor.

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RECALLS A MASSACRE. 


DREAD WORK OF INDIANS IN MINNE'

SliooUo<l tho Civilizod AVovld — Trivial 
iDciclciit AVhiclx I^»U8c(l tlio Kod Men, 
The Iiuliiiii outbreak in Miuuosota 
vividly recalls the great massacre in 
that state in 18Ü2, in Avbich 600 set- 
tlors were killed, and which holds an im- 
portant place in the literature devoted 
to the red man. 


The massacre in August of that year 
at the Fort llidgeley agency shocked 
the country, and, indeed, the 
whole 
civilized world, accustomed though it 
was to the bloody drama that attended 
the advance of civilization in the north- 
iveat. 


Eng; ge 1 in the 
massacre 
wore 
aumbevs 
of M^dewakanton, "Wahpe- 
kuta, Wahpefcon and Sisseton tribes 
of the great Sioux or Dakota nation. 
'The immediate cause of the outbreak 
was the failure of the United States 
government to pay money for lands 
secured by treaty. The country being 
in the throes of civil war, the red- 
skins took advantage of Uncle Sam's 
need of soldiers in the South, believ- 
ing that they could bring the nation 
to its knees. 


Emigration 
to Minnesota rapidly 
followed the organization of that ter- 
ritorjr in 1849. 
In 1854 the Indians 
•were induced to sign a treaty by which 
they transferred to the Uijited States 
some 30,000,000 acres, reserving 
for 
their own home a tract 150 by 20 
miles in extent along the upper Min- 
nesota. 
In 
1852 the Indians also 
ceded this tract, agreeing to accept 
euch a location as the president should 
select. But the Indians did not move. 
In ISiiO, two years after the admission 
of Minnesota into the Union, the gov- 
ernment purchased half this tract. 


The Indians were predisposed to 
hostility against the whiles by reason 
•of the restrictions with which the gov- 
ernment had surrounded them. 
Then 
the traders added to this feeling by 
d'obbing them outrageously. 
The ad- 
vent of the whites on the 
purchased 
lands for which the Indians were not 
l^aid bid fair to drive the red men 
away. 
The whites cut down 
trees, 
the steamboats frightened the beaver 
and waterfowl, and the deer and tho 
buflalü were driven away. 


The night before the fateful 17th 
day of August, 18Ü2, a great Indian 
.council was held at Kice Creek, ami 
it Avas determined to go to St. Paul, if 
necessary, 
to urge the making of a 
payment on the purchase made by the 
government. 
It was found that the 
hostiles could bring into the field loOO 
warriors, 
all armed and fierce with 
hatred for the whites, 
who, 
they 
charged, had swindled them. 


Strange as it may seem, the actual 
killing of the whites began with a dis- 
pute among four Indians over 
two 
liens' 
eggs. 
The quartet, 
passing 
across a prairie, discovered the egft's. 
Two proposed eating them ; the other 
two said no—that the eggs were tho 
proi^erty of the whites. 
One Indian 
threw the eggs to the ground and was 
called a coward. 
This same redskin 
then, to show his bravery, shot an 
ox, and again was called a coward. 


**You break eggs and kill an ox," 
said one. 
"You are a woman. 
I am 
•a brave man. 
I have been on war 
parties and taken scalps.*' 


The quarrel was kept up until the 
four thirsted for scalps and likewise a 
chance to show their bravery. 


Soon they arrived at the home of 
Howard Baker. 
They accepted the 
hospitality of the white man, and 
ünally aro.se as if to go. Instead, how- 
ever, 
they 
suddenly 
turned 
and 
opened lire on the whites, the shots 
taking eilect on 
Baker, 
two 
men 
named Wd'Ster and Jones, 
All were 
killed. 
Then 
a Miss Wilson 
was 
draggel 
from the house and shot. 
Mrs. Baker and Mrs, Webster hid in 
the cellar, and after the Indians re- 
tired sent a boy to liipley with the 
news of the murder. 
(>aptain Whit- 
come of Forest City, with twelve or 
fifteen men, hastened to the placa and 
held an inquest. 
While so engaged 
eleven Indians passed on horseback. 
One soldier opened iire and tho red- 
skins iled. 
The relatives of the fuur 
murderers then resolved upon a gen- 
eral massacre to shield the quartet 
from apprehension. 


On the morning of the 18th of Aug- 
ust the Indians began their mardi. 
Two' miles from the agency they num- 
bered 
150 mounted and armed mon, 
all mad M'ith tho desire to shed white 
3nen's l)lood, 'Ihere they were joined 
by tho great chief, Little Crow, as 
leadei. 
Swift messengers wero sent 
to all the tribes asking them to join 
in the murderous work, 


When tho Indians entered the little 
agency village a signal gun sounded. 
Then the awful work begun. The lirst 
shot, lired at Myrick's otore, killed 
James Lynde, a clerk. Uirall, a clerk, 
and Fritz, the cook, were the next to 
full. Young Myrick attempted to es- 
cape but was shun by arrows. 
At 
Forbes' store the Indians killed Jos- 
eph Belland and Antoine Young; 
at 
Roberts' store, one Brusson and one 
La Batte. 
Many others in the imme- 
diate vjcinity were also killed, 
üeo. 
Buurat matlö a dash for liberty. 
He 
was twice shot. The Indians stripped 
hiö clothing from him and inled a , 


number of logs on liim, promising to 
return and cut him to pieces. Ho suc- 
ceeded in extricating 
himself 
and 
made his escape. 
All the stores and 
houses were looted as fast as th« 
owners were murdered. 


STRANGE STORY OF CRIME 


PROFIT IN STURGEONI FISHING. 


Money Mndo In Connpt lioui CiiVinfo Ainy 
Start an Tndufttry lloro. 


Sturgeon catching in the Connecti- 
cut river, a comparatively new indus- 
try there, has come to a close after a 
highly successful season. More money 
has been made in sturgeon catching 
this season than in any other of Con- 
necticut's numerous shore 
fisheries. 
In fact the luck of the sturgeon fisher- 
men has been such as to lead many of 
the net fishermen into the business, 
and the probabilities are that the Con- 
necticut river crop of sturgeon will bo 
practically exterminated in a year or 
two. 


The money is made almost wholly 
from the caviare or sturgeon spawn, 
which, since the river fishermen have 
learned the art of pickling, appears in 
the New York market as a competitor 
for favor with tho choicest Kussian 
caviare and sells at once. 
The Con- 
necticut caviare brings 50 cents per 
pound. 
One of the Hadlyme fisher- 
men has received more than $53000 for 
his shipments of caviare to Now York 
this season. 


Another fisherman caught four of 
these big fish in one night, which 
brought him a profit of ,^100. 
One 
sturgeon that he caught yielded a 
spawn weighing eighly-six 
pounds. 
Spawns of sixty jDounds* weight are 
quite frequently taken in the height 
of the season. 


Such a source of profit has the fish- 
ery proved on the Connecticut that a 
movement is on foot among some of 
the river mon to iDrosccute it on the 
Hudson river next season, -where the 
sturgeon, quite commonly termel in 
that section '^Albany beef," are known 
to be plentiful. Sturgeon were thrown 
away as foul fish when taken at Say- 
brook in former days.

"What Camel» Are T^lke. 


I first formed my opinion of a camel 
some years ago, Avheii I rode acros3 
the Arabian deserts," said an officer 
who has been residing some time in 
Egypt, **aud I see no reason to alter 
it in any way. 
The creature has so 
many talents and so may ways of ex- 
hibiting them. 
And, to begin with,it 
can kick harder, higher, swifter, and 
oftener than a mule, and can use all 
four feet at one time in a kicking 
match. 
Then it can bite worse than 
a vicious horse, and buck in a way to 
make a broncho blush with absolute 
shame. 
No rider ever lived who can 
stay on that perch, seven feet from 
the ground, during a camel's exhibi- 
tion of gymnastics. 
Then he can run 
away when he feels like it, and is often 
seized with a desire to slope. 
Upon 
an occasion of this kind his rider ex- 
l)eriences a sensation between being 
blown up with dynamite or struggling 
against the throes of an earthquake 
until all his joints are dislocated, and 
he drops, a limp, inert mass, to tho 
ground. 
Then this sAvect creature has 
a way of evincing his dis2)leasuro that 
is at least etfectnal and convincing. He 
twists his snake-like neck intoacircln, 
and, poking his ugly nose into the 
face of the ridei', oijuns his cavernous 
mouth and lets out a roar of disgust 
in such a fetid breath that the ele- 
vated human victijn is fairly blown 
into the middle of the coming month 
(a week being t(jo short a distance). 
And yet, with all these high recom- 
mendations, which some people might 
consider oi)jectionabIe, these are the 
dear animals I am constantly brought 
in contact with, and for which I am 
even beginning to form an ailection,"

OoiiRiiniptlon of AInion<l8, 


The first nut imported 
in large 
quantities into the United States was 
the almond, of which 2i5J,818 pounds 
were received in 1821, says the Boston 
Transcript. From that date until 1813 
no other kind of nut is scheduled. 
In 
185y the imjiorts had J'isen to 5,439,- 
210 pounds, value.l at i;5U4,757, Since 
18G5 shelled almonds hava been sep- 
arately scheduled, 
and the imports 
in this form, which began 
with 116,- 
aSJOpouiids, valuta at S17,660 in that 
year, have risen to 5,7i)H,334 pounds, 
valued at 683,440 in 18i)7. 
The extra- 
ordinary increase since 1890 in the 
imports of shelled almonds, as com- 
pared with almonds not shelled, is be- 
lieved to be largely due to the fact 
that the several rates of duty that 
have ¡prevailed dining that period have 
been proportion dly higher on almonds 
not shelled than on sholled 
ainionds. 
Previous to 3 855 the ] atdut office dis- 
tributed an importatioJi of sol't-shellecl 
almonds to growers throughout the 
middle and southei-n states. 
Its early 
blooming habit and susceptibility to 
injury by light frosts soon 
demon- 
strated the fact that though 
the tree 
succeeded it 
was valueless as a pro- 
ducer of nuts, even in the gulf states. 


In California many of the earlier ef- 
forts at commercial almond 
culture 
were unsuccesstu', either because they 
were made with unreliable varieties or 
in unsuitable localities. 
But the pro- 
duction of almonds in California now 
amounts to nearly 2,500,000 
pounds 
annually, and vhe quality "of the prod- 
uct compares favorably Avith the best 
imported nuts.—Chicago Kecord. 


DEATH IN MAINE'S STATE PRISON OF 
A REMARKABLE 
CONVICT.

Prolostod Ilov Imjoceiico to tlio I^ust. 
A remarkable story of crime was 
closed by the death in the Maine state 
l^rison at Thomaston of Mrs, Mary 
Oowan, a life convict. 
Mrs. Cowan 
was either a monster or a martyr, a 
cold-blooded murderer or the victim 
of strange coincidences. 
Her maiden 
name was Mary Knight and 
she was 
three times married. 
Her first hus- 
band was Willis Ueau of 
Dixmont, 
Me., 
in which town she also lived 
with her parents. 
Bean was the son 
of a farmer. 
Soon after his marriage 
he conceived tho desire to become a 
physician. 
Mrs. 
Beau 
encouraged 
her husband in this design, and also 
expressed the intention to study med- 
icine herself. 
They had little money, 
and, furthermore, their three children 
were regarded as an obstacle to the 
accomplishment of their plans. 
One 
day the yonngest of .the children was 
found smothered in bed, 
A neighbor 
made the discovery, and it is said that 
Mrs. Bean when informed of the fact 
carelessly remarked, "Oh, I know it; 
the child died half an hour ago,*' 
No 
investigation was made, but the peo- 
ple of Dixmont suspected that tho 
mother 
caused the child's death in 
order to be rid of it. 
Soon after the 
other two children, 
aged two and 
three years, died of a stomach com- 
plaint. 
There were suspicions whis- 
pered among the neighbors, but the 
deaths of the Bean children were for- 
gotten 
for tho time after they were 
laid away in the village churchyard at 
Plymouth. 


Beau pursued his medical studios 
in what was known as a Druidical in- 
stitute where, 
it was saitl, dii>lomas 
could be purchased for S25 or less. 
The legislature regarded this concern 
as a fraud and passed 
a law that 
killed it before Bean had secured his 
diploma, and both husband and wife 
then decided to attend a similar in- 
stitution 
in 
Ohio, 
where 
without 
much study they might get diplomas. 
Before leaving, Bean ¡jrevailed upon 
his parents to invest all their ready 
money in a farm, upon which ho was 
to live when he returned from tho 
West, 
The farm was purchased and 
Bean received the deed, giving to his 
parents a mortgage. 
For various rea- 
sons this mortgage was never record- 
ed but was kei^t in the house of the 
elder Bean. 


Willis Bean and his wife then bor- 
rowed §200 and went to the Ohio 
medical school. 
Soon afterward came 
a letter from Mrs. Bean saying that 
Willis had died suddenly and that the 
doctors could not tell the cause of his 
deaiih. 
It afterAvard developed that 
it was a stomach trouble similar to 
that which caused the death of two of 
the Beau children. 
Mrs. Bean came 
home to stay with her husband's par- 
ents, and when she had been there a 
few weeks it was discovered one day 
that the unrecorded mortgage had 
disappeared. 
Young Mrs. Bean had 
the deed of the farm, and so the laud, 
bought M'ith the elder Bean's pension 
money, 
Avas hers in law. 
She sold 
the place and all upon it, realizing 
about $2000, and the elder Beau was 
so much the poorer for his careless- 
ness in not having the mortgage re- 
corded. 
No one in Uixmont had any 
doubt that she stole the mortgage. 


A short time afterward the widow 
Bean married George Taylor, M'ho be- 
longed in Uixmont and was employed 
in one of the Lewiston mills, 
Taylor 
was an Odd Fellow and it was sup- 
posed that he had some insumnce in 
that ordei. 
He soon died of the same 
stomach trouble that earned oiF the 
Beans, 
children and father. 
Aft^er 
his death the fact developed that he 
had not paid his dues iu tho Odd Pel- 
lows' lodge, HO that his insurance had 
lapsed, but the members contributed 
a funtl of several hundred dollars for 
the widow, 


Mrs, Taylor did not long remain a 
widow, 
but married 
a man named 
Elias Cowan, 
a M'idower with one 
child, Willis, aged eight years, Oow- 
an had deeded his farjn to his lirst 
wife, at whoso death the i^roperty de- 
scended, by the laws of Maine, to the 
boy, tho father Imving the entire in- 
come of the'i^lace until the boy at- 
tained his majority, and after that, 
during his lifetime, one-third the in- 
come. 
One day in September, 1894, 
the boy dietl and the cause of his 
death was the same stomach trouble 
that hail aliected the Beans an.I Tay- 
lor, 
This case was investigated, Avilh 
the result that Mrs, Cowan was arrest- 
ed upon the charge of having killed 
the boy with arsenic. 


The body was exhumed and the 
stomach and intestines sent to Bo»v- 
doin college for analysis. 
Tho chem- 
ists reported that the stomach con- 
tained enough arsenic to kill an ox. 
Mrs, Cowan was convicted of murder 
in the 
first 
degree and 
sentenced 
in February, I8yt3, to a life term 
at 
Thoinaston, 
It 
was lately learned 
that previous to the death of the boy, 
Elius Cown, the father, was ill with 
the same kind of stomach trouble, and 
that 
at that time Mrs. Cowau "ap- 
posed that thefurm was the husband's, 
uot the boy's. 


There was plenty of evidence at 
trial to convict Mrs. Cowan and a 
good deal has leaked out since, 
A 
little girl of tho neighborhood saw hor 
put 
a white powder into the boy's 
medicine, loft by the doctor for an 
ailment supposed to have been caused 
by previous doses of tho same white 
powder, 
but her father would not 
allow her to testify, saying: "If I 
should allow her to toll what she 
knows and Mary Oowan should not bo 
convicted the child's life wouldn't bo 
worth a cent," from which it was un- 
derstood that he feared that Mrs, 
Cowan would poison his child also, 


In*the village churchyard in Plym- 
outh are eight graves that have a pe- 
culiar interest for the people there- 
abouts, 
In a row are four moumis 
marking the resting places of Willis 
Beau and his three children, 
A little 
removed from these lies George Tay- 
lor, the second husband, and near by 
is the grave of a child born to Mrs, 
Cowan while she was a prisoner in the 
Bangor jail awaiting sentencè. Young 
Willis Cowau lies beside his mother, 
and the other day, in a corner by it- 
self, the old sexton laid the body of 
Mary Cowan, 


Mrs, Cowan always maintained that 
she was innocent, but there was noth- 
ing to support her assertion. 
There 
never was any reasonable doubt that 
she poisoned her stepson, and many 
believe that she hasteued the depar- 
ture from this life of at least five other 
persons, all for the sake of a 
little 
money. 
She was a remarkably clever 
woman in many ways, — Washington 
Star,

Sociologists Avill find an interesting 
study in one of the downtown res- 
taurants 
of New York where every 
customer eats what he Avants and ren- 
ders his own bill. 
There are a lot of 
waiters around, 
clearing away the 
soiled dishes and bringing fresh ones, 
renewing the supplies of food that are 
exposed upon 
the counters and at- 
tending to the tea and coilee tanks, 
but the patrons are expected to serve 
themselves. 
Platters of hot and cold 
meats, salads, sandwiches, pies and 
cakes, croquettes and all that sort of 
thing are arranged on buifet shelves, 
with little card standards giving the 
price of each article. 
A customer 
takes a plate, knife and fork and nap- 
kin, and then goes around and picks 
out what he wants.

is prep^*red for us at a molding fac- 
tory, and Ave merely cut, 
bevel 
and 
silver it in onr Avorks. 
All the bevels 
are cut in the same Avay, first Avith 
sand and Avater, then on an emery 
wheel and afterAvard jyni through sev- 
eral processes to 
bring back the 
polish, 


' 'Great improvements 
have been 
made in this line of business in the 
jjast sixteen years. 
Formerly it took 
tAvo or three days from the time tho 
Avork Avas begun on a mirror before it 
could be 
finished, 
NoAvadays Ave can 
get the glass in the morning and make 
it into a looking glass perfectly fiu- 
ished and ready for sale before night. 
"We make all sizes, from the smallest 
hand glass of 2xi inches to a mirror 
10x20 feet or even larger, and Ave have 
a capacity of turning out 3000 feet 2>er 
day. 


"Not many years ago the backs of 
mirrors Avere coated Avitli mercury,uoav 
sheets of pure silver are used instead. 
The old looking glass reflected 60 or 
65 per cent, of the light that fell upon 
it, the modern mirror reflects nearly 
95 i^er cent. 
The mercury

AfttiA t!io lluttlo AVounilocl DpvvIhUos Are 
.Sluiii—Traffic IiicicloiitH, 


Noaa%there is no braver, kinder niau 
in the Avorld than the army doctor, 
Avrites the correspondent of the Lon- 
don Saturday RevieAv from tho sceno 
of tho British victory in the Boudan. 
In his extemporized 
field 
hospital, 
often under a heaA^yfire, Avith a hastily 
throAvn 
up sceen 
of 
commissariat 
caRO^, packsaddles, Avater tanks 
or 
Avhatever came handy, ho performed 
miracles; ho Avas ready to minister to 
tho Avants of all Avounded men. 
He 
NVijg^ a^nxious to t e n d the Avounded Der- 
vishTvhenever one might be brought 
iu. 
But no Avoui^^ded ^¿V^'i^li^glGr 
was. 
It was as mucn as any o ' n ^ ufe 
Avas Avorth to go near a Avounded Der- 
vish. 
He Avould lip on the ground 
glaring about t i m like a Avild beast. 
Approach him, and out came his curved 
ham-stringing knife, Withifc hoAVould 
make vicious sweeps, any one of Avhich 
Avould maim you for life. 


It is not possible in the tcrrific stress 
of Soudan AA^arfare to detail fatigue 
parties to overcome the resistance of 
Avouiided men and beat thorn to the

Hundreds 
died of 
their wounds as they lay ou the battle- 
field, and those that did not die of 
their Avounds had to be put out of' 
their misery. 
Terrible stories are told 
of this dire necessity. 
Those 
knoAV 
best Avho have been engaged in battle 
with the DerA'ish Avhat happened after 
the fighting Avas over, and hoAV tho 
13roblem of dealing Avith the enemy*s 
Avounded Avas solved. 
In the cam- 
paign of 1855, parties of English sol- 
diers, commanded by English officers, 
used to go out to kill the Avounded. 
One priA'ate jn'odded the helpless body 
betAveen the shoulders Avith his bay- 
onet. 
If there Avas no movement the 
party A\'ent on ; if the Dervish proved 
aliA'e and squirmed, another 2>i'ivate 
instantly blew his brains out. 


In one case, remarkable for its in- 
evitable cold-blooded horror, it is said, 
the troops inside a zereba, the night 
after one of the most desperate of 
battles, Avere driven to madness by. the 
voice of a wounded Avarrior Avho lay 
outside amidst heaps of slain.

night a groaning 
cry 
of 
*'Allah! 


Allah!" rose into the silent 
night. 
Not the fierce sharp ring of the Avord 
Avhen it is the Avar cry for headlong 
charge, but an imploring, despairing 
moan; hour after hour that one Avord 
only. 
"For God's sake silence that 
man"—that Avas tho feeling of 
all. 
Council Avas held as to how it could be 
done. 
Soon three men Avere told off 
to get upon the sandbags of the little 
redoubt at the corner of the zereba, 
and Avhen the moon came out from 
behind the clouds, to fire volleys in 
tho direction from Avhich the ci y came. 
The volleys Avere fired but the cry 
Avent on. Finally it ceased. 
Whether 
the man Avas thus silenced or not it 
Avas not ascertained, but in the morn- 
ing thero Avere only dead men in that 
part of the field. There Avere others, 
however, still alive. 
These could not 
be tended. 
Another story Avas cur- 
rent in those terrible days of hoAv an 
oflicer, going up to a group of sur- 
geons found a Avounded Dervish, and 
inquiring Avhat Avas the matter, Avas 
told that nothing could be done Avith 
him, no one could approach him.

lay there Avith his knife out, ready 
Avith one of those sweeping ham-string- 
ing cuts for any one Avho dared to 
come near. 
Whereupon the officer, 
still under the blood madness of the 
fight, and "seeing red," Avhipped out 
his own knife, avoided the rapid sAveep 
of the Avounded man*s Aveapon, 
and 
drove his OAvn to his heart,

The Kivor Only Six IVct Deep at Itf 
Mouth at High Wator. 


Tho latest advices received from tbe 
government survey party at the mouth 
of tbe Yukon 
are to tbe effect that 
failure has attended 
tbe effort to dis 
cover an entrance for deep sea vessels. 
It is now believed 
that no sucb en- 
trance exists and that before tbo Yukon 
can be made navigable for ocean craft 
considerable dredginf? will have to be 
done on tho bar which cuts Behring 
sea off froui the deep waters of tbe 
river. 


This news will prove a great dis^ 
appointment to all persons interested 
in the development of Alaska. 
For a 
long time imst there has been a wide- 
spread belief 
that a so-called 
''true 
mouth'* existed through which 
large 
steamships 
could enter tbe Y'nkou. 
Once in the stream it would be an easy 
matter for tbem to ascend nearly 800 
miles, 
regardless of the 
fluctuating 
stages of Ihe vivevy 
which maintains 
çn average width of teji miles to the 
lowêrrainparts, and a depth varying 
from 40 to 150 feet. 
By using this 
water highway up to the Tanana and 
Nulato, 
supplies could be placed in 
tbe heart of Alaska almost as cheaply 
as though shipped to St. Michael. 
Such fasilitîes would mean an enor- 
mous development 
of nîiuing indus- 
tries, inasmuch as many claims which 
are now unprofitable on account of tho 
high prices charged for supplies could 
be worked to good account. 
More- 
over, plentiful supplies in 
central 
Alaska would mean an enormous in- 
crease in tho amount of 
prospecting 
done. 
Experience has 
shown that 
river steamboats on tho Yukon are ex- 
pensive and unreliable. 


It Avas with a thorough understand- 
ing of these facts that the 
United 
States 
coast and 
geodetic 
survey 
office outfitted a party last spring to 
go to the mouth of the Yukon and 
make a careful survey and 
ascertain 
whether or not the rumored deep sea 
entrance was a reality or a myth, 
Captaiu Pratt had the work in charge, 
and since beginning nearly the entire 
area has been covered, but without re- 
sult. 
A uniform bar appears to exist, 
crossing all of the various outlets, with 
about six feet of water on it at high 
tide. 
This bar is of soft muck, and 
varies from a quarter to a half mile in 
width. 
It is apparent that the bar 
originated through the long-continued 
deposit of river sediment. 
In fact, it 
has been found that the sea itself has 
been partly filled up by the sediment 
for some d'^istance out from the bar. 
Tbe deepest water 
is toward 
the 
southern outlets.

Jonathan S. Jenkins, an American 
miniature-painter,
